Musical career 

Early career 

Ayala was born in San Juan, Puerto Rico, and was influenced by 
several musicians in his family, including his father and some of 
his mother’s relatives. 

During his childhood he practiced singing and focused on 
lyrical improvisation. Although Ayala first aspired to join the 
ranks of baseball’s Major Leagues and was on his way to MLB, 
he abandoned this goal after being involved in an accident—at 
age seventeen, he was caught in the crossfire of a barrio gun 
battle and received two bullet wounds. One bullet grazed his 
arm and the other, from an AK-47, hit him in the leg and left 
him with a permanent limp. 

Following this incident he became interested in the underground 
rap movement, which at the time was in an early organizational 
stage. 

He also took more interest in the events that took place in the 
neighborhood in which he was raised, a public housing project 
named Villa Kennedy. 

Early in his career he attempted to imitate the style of Vico C. 
He went on to emulate other artists in the genre, including DJ 
Playero, DJ Nelson, and DJ Goldy, taking elements from their 
styles in order to develop an original style. 

In doing so, he eventually abandoned the traditional model of 
rap and became one of the first artists to perform Reggaeton.[3] 
Ayala first recorded with DJ Playero as a featured artist in a 
production titled Playero 37, which was released in 1992.

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Renovation of tho Oranjestad Holding cells compietod 






ORNAJESTAD - After a two 
year renovation process at the 
Police station of Oranjestad 
the contractor Van Kessle 
Construction gave the keys 
of the completely renovated 
holding cells to Polis 
Commissioner Peter de Witte. 
After an evaluation committee 
had look at the conditions 
of these holding cells it was 
concluded that the cells no 




longer were up to the Human 
Rights code and adaptations 
had to be made to improve 
the 

situation for the inmates. 
Camera’s were installed to 
provide a better control and 
also made proper holding cells 


for the female detainees. 

They updated other facilities 
as well, like the one to deal 
with retrieval of drugs from 
internal carriers. The lavatories 
have also become completely 
automated allowing the 
prisoners to shower twice a 


day while together with DOW 
the drainage system was 
overhauled to expedite the 
excessive water. 

The holding cells are now 
compliant to the established, 
as overseen by the committee, 
Human Rights guidelines.□

Independent productions 

His first album, titled No Mercy, 
was produced in 1995 when 
Ayala was eighteen years old. [ 1 ] 
The production did not sell 
well, and he continued his work 
within the genre for the rest of 
the decade, eventually forming 
a duo with Nicky Jam. One of 
the duo’s songs, “Posicion”, 
was included in the soundtrack 
of One Tough Cop, a movie 
directed by Bruno Barreto, that 
was released in 1998. 

Beginning in 2000, Ayala began 
concentrating more on his solo 
career because of a feud that 
occured between him over 
Nicky Jam because of Nicky 
Jam becoming addicted to 
Marajuana, releasing albums 
produced outside studios. The 
first production he released 
was titled El Cartel, featuring 
elements of the mixtape 
style.[l] In 2001 El Cartel II 
was released, a direct sequel 
to the previous production, and 
influenced by similar genres. 

In 2002 El Cangri.com was 
released, and became the first 
album in Ayala’s career to 
sell well outside Puerto Rico, 
mostly in the United States.[l] 
The album was produced by 
VI Music, an independent 
recording studio in Puerto 
Rico, and was not supported 
by a major label.[l] The most 
successful single from the 
album was “Latigazo”, which 
received significant play on 
radio stations in New York and 
Miami.[l] The album reached 
#43 on Billboard’s Top Latin 
Albums chart. [ 1 ] F ollowing 
the release of this disc, Ayala 
performed at the Roberto 
Clemente Coliseum before 
12,000 fans.[4] The following 
year VI Music produced Los 
Homerun-es.[l] The album 
became the leader in sales in 
Puerto Rico during a year in 
which several other reggaeton 
artists released significant 


productions, including Luny 
Tune’s Mas Flow, Don Omar’s 
The Last Don, and Tego 
Calderon’s El Abayarde.[l] The 
album’s success helped Ayala 
receive the publicity required 
for a crossover to the United 
States market, and marked the 
last album he released with VI 
music before signing a contract 
with Universal.[l] 

2004-2005 

Ayala’s next album, Barrio Fino, 
was produced by Luny Tunes 
and released in July 2004 by El 
Cartel Records and Interscope 
under Universal. It was the most 
highly anticipated album in the 
reggaeton community.[5] Ayala 
had enj oyed salsa music since he 
was young, and this led him to 
include music of genres besides 
reggaeton in the album.[5] The 
most prominent of these cross¬ 
genre singles was “Melao”, in 
which he performed with Andy 
Montanez.[5] The album was 
described as his most complete, 
and with it he intended to 
introduce combinations of 
reggaeton and other genres to 
the English-speaking market. [5] 
Barrio Fino was followed up 
by an international tour with 
performances in numerous 
countries including the 
Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
Mexico, Panama, Honduras, 
Spain, Colombia, Argentina, 
Venezuela, and the United 
States. [5] 

The album has sold over 
500,000 copies in the United 
States alone and has sold well 
throughout Latin America and 
worldwide. [6] 

In 2005 Ayala won several 
international awards, making 
him one of the most recognized 
reggaeton artists within the 
music industry. [7] The first 
award of the year was a Premio 
Lo Nuestro within the “Latin 
music” category, which he 
received for Barrio Fino.[7] 
In this event he performed 


“Gasolina” in a performance 
that was described as 
“innovative”.[7] Barrio Fino 
also won the “Reggaeton 
Album of the Year” award in 
the Latin Billboard that took 
place on April 28, 2005,[7] 
where he performed a mix 
of three of his songs in a duo 
with P. Diddy. The album 
was promoted throughout 
Latin America, the United 
States, and Europe, reaching 
certified gold in Japan. Due 
to the album’s success, Ayala 
received promotional contracts 
with radio stations and soda 
companies, including Pepsi. [8] 
His single “Gasolina” received 
the majority of votes cast for 
the second edition of Premios 
Juventud, in which it received 
eight nominations and won 
seven awards.[7] Ayala also 
made a live presentation during 
the award ceremony. “Gasolina” 
received nominations in the 
Latin Grammy and MTV Video 
Music Awards.[7] 

The successful single, 
“Gasolina”, was covered 
by artists from different 
music genres. This led to a 
controversy when Los Lagos, 
a Mexican banda group, did a 
cover with the original beat but 
changed the song’s lyrics.[9] 
The group’s label had solicited 
the copyright permission to 
perform the single and translate 
it to a different music style, 
but did not receive consent to 
change the lyrics; legal action 
followed. [9] Speaking for the 
artist, Ayala’s lawyer stated that 
having his songs covered was 
an “honor, but it must be done 
the right way.”[9] 

2006-present 

On April 30, 2006, Ayala was 
named one of the 100 most 
influential people by Time 
magazine, which cited the 2 
million copies of Barrio Fino 
sold, Ayala’s $20 million 
contract with Interscope, and 
his Pepsi endorsement. [10] 
During this period, Ayala and 
William Omar Landron (more 
commonly known by his 
artistic name Don Omar) were 
involved in a rivalry within the 
genre, dubbed “tiraera”. The 
rivalry received significant 
press coverage despite being 
denied early on by both artists. It 
originated with a lyrical conflict 
between the artists begun by 
Ayala’s comments in a remix 
single, where he criticized 
Landron’s common usage of the 
nickname “King of Kings”.[ll] 
Don Omar responded to this 
in a song titled “Ahora Son 


Mejor”, part of his album Los 
Rompediscotecas. [ 11 ] 

El Cartel: The Big Boss was 
released by Interscope on June 
5, 2007. Ayala stated that the 
album marked a return to his 
hip-hop roots as opposed to 
being considered a strictly 
reggaeton album. [12] The 
album was produced in 2006, 
and included the participation 
of will.i.am, Scott Storch, Tainy 
Tunes, Neli, and personnel from 
Ayala’s label. Singles were 
produced with Hector El Father, 
Fergie, Nicole Scherzinger and 
Akon.[12] The first single from 
the album was titled “Impacto”, 
and was released prior to the 
completion of the album. 
The album was promoted by 
a tour throughout the United 
States, which continued 
throughout Latin America. [12] 
He performed in Mexico, 
first in Monterrey, where 
10,000 attended the concert, 
and later at San Luis Potosi 
coliseum, where the concert 
sold out, leaving hundreds of 
fans outside the building.[13] 
Ayala performed in Chile as 
well, and established a record 
for attendance in Ecuador. [14] 
He also performed in Bolivia, 
setting another record when 
50,000 fans attended his Santa 
Cruz de la Sierra concert. [14] 
This show was later described 
as “the best show with the 
biggest attendance in history” 
and as “something never seen 
in our country” by the local 
media. [14] The show lasted for 
two hours, and the audience 
sang along with the artist. [14] 
According to Billboard 
magazine, El Cartel: The 
Big Boss was the top-selling 
album among all Latin music 
categories in 2007.[15] At the 
moment of release, the album 


had sold 500,000 copies in the 
United States and 50,000 in 
Mexico.[15] In an interview, 
Ayala said that he was happy 
that his album had sold more 
than those of Juan Luis Guerra 
and Juanes, and that this was an 
“official proof that reggaeton’s 
principal exponent defeated the 
rest of the genres”.[15] Ayala 
made a guest appearance in 
an album titled “Caribbean 
Connection” released on June 
24, 2008. The production 

included participation by other 
Latin American artists such as 
Wisin & Yandel, Don Omar 
and Hector Delgado, along 
with Jamaican musicians such 
as Inner Circle, Bounty Killer, 
Elephant Man and Wayne 
Wonder. [16] In July 2008, 
Ayala announced that as part 
of his work, he would produce 
a cover version of Thalia’s 
song, Ten Paciencia.[17] Prior 
to the album’s release, Ayala 
scheduled several activities, 
including an in-store contract 
signing. [18] On February 27, 
2009, he performed at the Vina 
del Mar International Song 
Festival in Chile.[19] In this 
event, the artists receive awards 
based on the public’s reaction. 
After performing “Rompe”, 
“Llamado de emergencia”, “Tu 
me dejaste caer”, “Gasolina”, 
“Limpia parabrisas” and “Lo 
que paso, paso” over the course 
of two hours, Ayala received 
the “Silver Torch”, “Gold 
Torch” and “Silver Seagull” 
recognitions.[19] On April 24, 
2009, he received the Spirit 
of Hope Award as part of the 
Latin Billboard Music Awards 
ceremony. [20] The recognition 
is given to the artists that 
participate in community or 
social efforts throughout the 
year.Q

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No more, no loss 


THE HAGUE - That a majority 
in the Dutch Second Chamber 
rejected a PVV motion to 
order an investigation into the 
state of affairs in St. Maarten 
and Curasao, while it may 
disappoint some, is good news 
on the whole. Not that such an 
investigation should be feared. 
After all, there is no reason to 
fear if there is nothing to hide 
and were any wrongdoings to 
come to light, this would only 
benefit society in the long 
run. 

The problem is that having 
the Kingdom Government 
order such an investigation 
in itself would in the minds 
of many - especially in the 
Netherlands - already mean 
the two islands have a major 
corruption problem, regardless 
of the final outcome. 

This is all the more the case 
were it to be done based on 
the motion of opposition 
party PVV, which lets no 
opportunity go by to grossly 
generalise and misrepresent 
the Dutch Caribbean islands 
as “banana republics” and 
their leaders as “a bunch of 
crooks.” Had the CDA/PvdA/ 
Christenunie coalition backing 


the Balkenende Cabinet 
supported the motion, it would 
have in effect reinforced that 
false perception constantly 
created by the populist PVV, 
which continues to play on 
anti-minority sentiments in 
the Netherlands resulting 
from immigration and the 
social frictions it has created. 
Aruba will be the subject of an 
investigation along the lines 
of what the Dutch Scientific 
and Research Documentation 
Centre WODC did on crime 
and the maintaining of law and 
order in St. Maarten in 2007. 
Whether that means earlier 
plans for a corruption 
investigationby“Transparency 
International” that led to angry 
reactions from the Aruba 
Government are off the table 
is not entirely clear. 

While a majority in the 
Second Chamber didn’t 
consider an investigation 
into Curasao’s state of affairs 
necessary, it was a different 
matter for St. Maarten and 
additional information will be 
gathered by State Secretary 
for Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bijleveld-Schouten to update 
the 2007 report to include 


recent developments. 

The result of that exercise 
could well have an impact on 
the process of constitutional 
change and its timing. No 
matter how you look at 
it, getting the Kingdom 
Government to grant St. 
Maarten country status will 
be difficult if not impossible 
unless some of the concern 
in the Second Chamber is 
addressed, even if it may take 
some time. That is a reality 
with which the incoming 
National Alliance/Hey liger 
coalition at the island level 
will have to deal. 

But the target date of January 
1, 2010, for the dismantling 
of the Netherlands Antilles 
was already very much in 
doubt and will be discussed in 
Willemstad later this month, 
while there is also talk of a 
“Plan B” for St. Maarten. 
Whatever that “Plan B” entails, 
it must in any case be of a 
strictly temporary and purely 
transitional nature, because 
what the people ultimately 
voted for is St. Maarten as an 
autonomous country in the 
Dutch Kingdom; no more, no 
less. □ 
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U.S. debt: Owned 
by foreigners 

In 2003, billionaire financier Warren Buffett warned in 
Fortune magazine that America’s uncontrolled national 
spending was leading to ever-growing foreign ownership 
of the national debt. 

Back then, China owned less than $300 billion of the U.S. 
debt. Today, six years later, China owns $768 billion. 
That’s 10.9 percent of all U.S. Treasury securities. 

In 2000, the total U.S. debt was $5.8 trillion. Now it is 
$11 trillion. That $11 trillion is divided into two parts: 
“public debt” — $6.7 trillion in Treasury securities — that 
can be sold on international markets, plus $4.3 trillion of 
specialized debt, including the Social Security Trust Fund, 
owed to individual Americans. 

Foreign governments now own 48 percent — almost half 
— of America’s public debt. 

Who are these governments? The lineup is shifting. A year 
ago, Japan was number one, followed by China, Great 
Britain, the “oil exporters” and Brazil, in that order. But in 
the past year, much has changed: 

Some of America’s friends unloaded. Great Britain 
dumped 36 percent of its U.S. Treasury securities. Canada 
dropped 45 percent of its American holdings. Both of 
their currencies are stronger than the U.S. currency at this 
point. Meanwhile, a few less-friendly countries bought in 
big. In the past year, China increased its ownership by 51 
percent, from $506 billion to $768 billion. Meanwhile, 
Russia more than tripled its stake in U.S. debt, to $138.4 
billion. Colombia hiked its investment by 40 percent to 
$11.2 billion. 

“Oil exporters” now own $192 billion of the national debt. 
They include Ecuador, Venezuela, Indonesia, Bahrain, 
Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates, Algeria, Gabon, Libya and Nigeria. 
Ownership by “Caribbean banking centers” almost doubled 
in the past year. These secretive centers are in the Bahamas, 
Bermuda, the Cayman Islands, Netherlands Antilles and 
Panama. Nobody quite knows who owns those securities. 
China is now America’s number-one creditor. Japan 
is second, holding 10.2 percent of the U.S. public debt, 
followed by Caribbean banking centers (3.2 percent), oil 
exporters (2.8 percent), and Russia (2 percent). 

America has arrived at a strange and dangerous place in 
international relations. In mid-May, Chinese Premier Wen 
Jinbao asked the White House to guarantee the safety of its 
securities. “We have lent a huge amount of money to the 
United States,” he said. “Of course, we are worried about 
the safety of our assets.” 

What does that mean in West Virginia? If China dumps 
large amounts of U.S. holdings, economists say, the 
ripples would be felt in every part of America. To keep 
inflation under control, the Federal Reserve has already 
lowered interest rates to zero. The United States has run 
out of arrows to shoot at inflation. If the Fed is forced to 
raise interest rates, inflation could send the price of daily 
life soaring, just as the stock market is starting to recover 
from the mortgage crisis. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner was in China last 
week, conducting high-level talks about China’s balance- 
of-trade advantage while he assures the Chinese that the 
U.S. dollar is just fine. He is laboring under a substantial 
handicap. As Hillary Clinton said during the 2008 
campaign, “How do you get tough on your banker?”^ 
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Climate change blamed for Caribbean coral deaths 


LONDON (Reuters) - Climate change has contributed to 
a flattening of the complex, multi-layered architecture of 
Caribbean coral reefs, compromising their role as a nursery for 
fish stocks and a buffer against tropical storms, a study shows. 
The analysis of 500 surveys of 200 reefs, conducted between 
1969 and 2008, showed the most complex types of reef had 
been virtually wiped out across the entire Caribbean. 

Such reefs — typified by Table Corals of over 1 meter across 
and huge antler-shaped Staghorn Corals — act as a sanctuary for 
local fish stocks and a hunting ground for larger, commercially 
fished species. 

Many have been replaced with the flattest types of rubble-strewn 
reef, which now cover about three quarters of the Caribbean’s 
reef area, up from about a fifth in the 1970s, said the study, 
published in the Royal Society journal Biology Letters. 

The biggest impact has occurred in the last decade, said the 
report by researchers from Britain’s University of East Anglia 
and Canada’s Simon Fraser University. 

“Lack of ... refuges for species with commercial importance, 
such as lobsters and large fishes may compromise the long-term 
sustainability of fisheries and fishing communities,” the report 
said. 

Flatter reefs are also less effective in protecting coastal homes 
and villages from storm swells and tidal surges. 

“The importance of this is going to increase,” said Lorenzo 
Alvarez of the University of East Anglia, who led the study. 
“Many scientists think there will be more hurricanes in the 
future.” 

The degradation of Caribbean reefs is not entirely linked to 
climate change, with disease killing about 90 percent of Elkhorn 
and Staghorn Corals in the 1970s, but a second period of coral 
destruction is now under way. 

New damage is typified by “coral bleaching,” which occurs 
when the tiny organisms that build coral reefs become stressed 
and abandon their colonies. 

“We suggest that the last period of decline is partly due to 
climate change, but also due to several other human impacts 
such as over-fishing and coastal development,” Alvarez said. 
“In future, we’ll need to change our behavior and reduce the 
stress on the reefs.”□

Cornflakes, White Bread Could Boost Heart Bisk

(HealthDay News) — Eating 
a diet rich in carbohydrates 
that boost blood sugar levels 
— foods such as cornflakes or 
white bread — may hamper 
the functioning of your blood 
vessels and raise your risk of 
developing cardiovascular 
disease, a new study suggests. 
And another study, released 
Thursday at the Endocrine 
Society’s annual meeting in 
Washington, D.C., found that 
people might actually feel 
fuller — and might therefore eat 
less — if they cut back a bit on 
carbohydrates in their diet. 

In the first study, researchers from 


Israel’s Chaim Sheba Medical 
Center and elsewhere evaluated 
56 healthy but overweight or 
obese men and women, aged 
35 to 60. None had diabetes or 
a history of hospitalizations for 
cardiovascular disease. 

The researchers fed the men 
and women on four different 
mornings, following overnight 
fasts. They were served either 
glucose, cornflakes, high-fiber 
cereal or water, in descending 
order of glycemic index. 
Low-glycemic index foods 
include oatmeal, most fruits 
and vegetables, legumes and 
nuts. White bread, cornflakes 
and instant potatoes are high- 
glycemic indexes. The higher 
the glycemic index, the more 


that food raises blood sugar 
levels. 

Before and after the meals 
or the water, the team of 
researchers measured the 
functioning of the endothelium, 
the layer of cells that line the 
inside of blood vessels. If the 
endothelial function is poor, it 
is thought to increase the risk of 
cardiovascular disease. 

The measurement used is called 
brachial artery flow-mediated 
dilation (FMD), which measures 
how well the endothelium is 
functioning. Researchers also 
measured the participants’ 
blood sugar levels. 

The blood sugar levels before 
and two hours after the meals 
were similar, but they were 
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higher at 30 to 90 minutes after 
the high-glycemic meals. 

The FMD was reduced two hours 
after eating for ah groups, but 
the reduction was more marked 
after the high-glycemic meals. 
The high-glycemic meals, the 
authors conclude, appeared to 
impair the endothelial function. 
“Based on our study, we do 
urge consumers to have low- 
glycemic index carbohydrates 
instead of high-glycemic 
carbohydrates for better health 
and less potential hazards for the 
vascular endothelial function,” 
said Dr. Michael Shechter, 
senior cardiologist at The 
Sackler Faculty of Medicine at 
Tel Aviv University in Israel. 
“The main take-home message 
is that high-glycemic index 
carbs are dangerous since they 
reduce or inhibit endothelial 
function, which is the ‘risk 
of the risk factors,’ leading to 
atherosclerosis and potentially 
leading to heart disease,” 
Shechter said. 

Previous research has found 
that high blood sugar levels 
after meals is a risk factor for 
cardiovascular disease, not 
only in patients with diabetes 
but in the general population. 
Declining endothelial function 
is considered a key variable in 
the development of hardening of 
the arteries and heart disease. 


The study is published in the 
June 16 issue of the Journal 
of the American College of 
Cardiology. 

Another expert called the study 
“interesting” but added a caveat 
that more research is needed to 
confirm the findings. “The cross¬ 
over design is a real strength,” 
said Barry Braun, director 
of the Energy Metabolism 
Laboratory at the University of 
Massachusetts, in Amherst. But 
he said some “dots” still need to 
be connected. 

In the second study, researchers 
at the University of Alabama 
at Birmingham investigated 
whether a small cutback in 
dietary carbohydrates would 
actually boost that sense of 
satiety you get after eating. 

Led by professor of nutritional 
sciences Barbara Gower, the 
team noted that Americans 
typically get 55 percent of their 
daily calories from carbs such 
as sugars, starches and fiber. 
This was the “control” diet 
used in the study. The team had 
other adult participants go on 
a moderate carb diet where 43 
percent of calories came from 
carbohydrates. Protein intake 
(a major influence on satiety) 
was the same for both diets, but 
people on the moderate-carb 
diet took in a bit more fat to 
make up the difference.Q 


Heart dangers seen in very 
young obese children 

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - Obese children as young as 7 have 
worrying levels of compounds linked to heart disease and heart 
attacks, U.S. researchers reported on Thursday. 

They found that obese youngsters had up to 10 times the normal 
amount of a compound that reflects inflammation, and another 
that helps blood to clot — both known to raise the risk of heart 
attacks and heart disease in adults. 

“Our study finding suggests that we need more aggressive 
interventions for weight control in obese children,” said Dr. 
Nelly Mauras of Nemours Children’s Clinic in Jacksonville, 
Florida, who led the study. 

Obesity is hard to measure in children but pediatricians generally 
classify a child as obese if he or she is in the 95th percentile of 
weight for their age. 

Mauras and colleagues studied 202 healthy children, 115 of 
them obese, and half of them past puberty. 

The obese children had high levels of c-reactive protein, 
associated with inflammation, which is itself linked to heart 
disease. They also had abnormally high levels of the clotting 
factor fibrinogen compared to lean children of the same age and 
sex, Mauras told a meeting of the Endocrine Society. 

None of the children had other symptoms that might point to 
danger, such as the high blood pressure, high blood glucose 
and high cholesterol known collectively as the metabolic 
syndrome. 

“Doctors often do not treat obesity in children now unless they 
have other features of the metabolic syndrome,” Mauras said in 
a statement. 

“This practice should be reconsidered.’Q 

















Better data, strong 30-year auction lift stocks

NEW YORK - The stock 
market’s rally is shifting to a 
lower gear. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average tacked on a modest 
32 points Thursday after being 
up as much as 139, and the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
edged up to reach its highest 
level since November. 
Investors welcomed a drop in 
jobless claims, growth in retail 
sales and better-than-expected 
demand at a government 
debt auction. But traders also 
seemed mindful of how far the 
market has come in its three- 
month rally. 

The stock market has at times 
run low on fresh evidence of 
economic recovery that could 
push the rally further. The 
data out Thursday helped but 
weren’t enough to keep the 
pace of buying strong through 
the end of trading. 
TheLaborDepartmentreported 
that the number of newly 
laid-off Americans filing for 
jobless benefits fell last week 
by 24,000 to 601,000, better 
than economists forecast. 
However the number of 
unemployed continuing to file 
for claims rose to 6.8 million, 
the highest on records dating 
to 1967. 

Meanwhile, the Commerce 
Department said retail sales 
rose 0.5 percent in May, 
interrupting two months of 
decreases and marking the 
largest gain since January. 
Investors watch those numbers 
because consumer spending 
accounts for more than two- 
thirds of U.S. economic 
activity. 

Doug Lockwood, chief 
investment officer at 

Cornerstone Wealth 

Management, said the 
improvements in sales is a 
strong signal that the recession 
may be easing. 

Hope of a recovery has pushed 
the S&P 500 index up 39.7 


percent from a 12-year low on 
March 9. 

“There has been a lot of 
rallying and rebounding going 
on, but we have to continue 
to see improvements,” 
Lockwood said. 

Stocks rose to their highest 
levels of the day in afternoon 
trading when the Treasury 
Department said an auction 
for 30-year Treasury bonds 
attracted strong demand. That 
allowed investors to set aside 
some of their worries about 
higher interest rates. Stocks 
lost ground Wednesday 
following a relatively weak 
auction for 10-year notes. 

The Dow rose 31.90, or 0.4 
percent, to 8,770.92. The S&P 
500 rose 5.74, or 0.6 percent, 
to 944.89, just above its close 
on June 2 and its highest point 
since Nov. 5. The Nasdaq 
Composite index rose 9.29, 
or 0.5 percent, to 1,862.37, its 
best level since Oct. 6. 
Investors have been uneasy 
in the past two months about 
demand for government debt. 
If Washington has to raise 
rates to attract buyers, that 
could hurt the economy by 
boosting borrowing costs. 
Themarket’slosses Wednesday 
came after the government 
had to entice investors with a 
higher yield for 10-year notes 
than traders had anticipated. 
The yield on the 10-year note 
is closely linked to interest 
rates on home mortgages and 
other kinds of loans. 

“The bond market is a 
potential risk to the stock 
market if yields continue 
to move higher,” said Dean 
Curnutt, president of Macro 
Risk Advisors. “A further rise 
in yields threatens to choke 
off a recovery.” 

The Mortgage Bankers 
Association said this week 
that demand for refinancing 
mortgages has fallen as rates 
have moved higher. Like 
consumer spending, a recovery 
in the housing market is also 
seen vital to an economic 


recovery. 

Bond investors have also been 
worried that a flood of new 
supply in the Treasury market 
could hurt Treasury prices as 
the government issues massive 
amounts of debt to finance its 
financial bailout and economic 
stimulus programs. 

Treasury prices were mostly 
higher going into the auction 
for 30-year bonds and 
continued to rise afterward, 
pushing their yields lower. 
The yield on the benchmark 
10-year note fell to 3.86 
percent from 3.96 percent late 
Wednesday. The yield on the 
30-year Treasury bond fell to 
4.69 percent from 4.77 percent 
late Wednesday.□

Meltdown 101: Rising energy 
costs and the economy

Energy prices are starting to soar again. 

Oil prices, for starters, have broken free 
of the fundamentals that usually rule the 
market, rising despite a glut in surplus crude 
oil. Benchmark crude climbed to its highest 
level in eight months Thursday, touching 
$73.23 a barrel on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

Gas prices at the pump have been surging too, 
reaching a national average of $2.63 a gallon. 
What could spiking prices mean for a country 
trying to break free of a recession? Is there a 
risk that expensive oil and gas will make it 
harder for the economy to recover? 

Here are some questions and answers about 
the economic consequences of high energy 
prices. 

Q: How do rising energy prices affect the 
economy? 

A: Americans buy so much gasoline that a $1 
increase in pump prices means a $140 billion 
annual hit on the economy. That’s $ 140 billion 
that won’t go into savings accounts, college 
funds, restaurants or toward movie night. 
And economists believe that more spending 
is what is needed to help pull the country out 
of recession. 

James Hamilton, an economist at the 
University of California, San Diego, said 


that energy costs now add up to more than 
6 percent of American consumer spending. 
At that rate, people start rearranging their 
budgets. “The money has got to come from 
somewhere,” Hamilton said. “People either 
have to save less or spend less.” 

Historically, that means they’ll hold off on 
buying everything from a new car to a new 
pair of shorts for the summer. Even underwear 
gets a few extra miles during a recession, 
economists say. 

Gas prices have added roughly 60 cents a 
gallon since the start of May, and they’re 
again flirting with $3 a gallon in California, 
Illinois, Michigan and Washington, according 
to auto club AAA, Wright Express and Oil 
Price Information Service. 

Rising gas prices, along with high 
unemployment rates around the country, will 
likely force a lot more belt tightening this 
summer. This year, though, consumers may 
have a much milder reaction to expensive 
gas than they did last year, when oil spiked 
to more than twice its current price, UCLA 
economist Edward Learner said. 

“The first time you get slapped in the face, 
it hurts,” Learner said. “The third or fourth 
time, it feels kind of normal. So that’s what 
you’re seeing now. You don’t see people 
getting as irate when they see the price of gas 
go up

LOS ANGELES - The 
forensics expert hired by 
David Carradine’s family has 
concluded that the “Kung Fu” 
actor did not commit suicide, 
but said that more information 
was needed from Thai 
investigators before the cause 
of death could be determined. 
Carradine ’ s brothers, Keith and 
Robert Carradine, each read 
part of a prepared statement to 
reporters from The Associated 
Press at a Los Angeles hotel 
Thursday morning. In their 
first appearance since their 
older brother was found 
hanging in a Bangkok hotel 
room closet last week, they 
thanked supporters and asked 
for privacy. 

“This is a devastating loss 
for our family and we greatly 
appreciate the compassion 
pouring in from all over the 
world,” Keith Carradine said. 
They also released a statement 
by Dr. Michael Baden of New 
York that indicated a second 
autopsy determined Carradine 
didn’t kill himself. 

“However, to reach a final 
determination as to the cause 
and the manner of death 
we must wait for further 
information from Thailand 
as to the scene findings and 
the completion of the crime 
laboratory and toxicology 
studies that are still being 
performed,” Baden’s 

statement said. 

Reached by phone after the 
morning briefing, Baden 


said he expects to receive 
more information from Thai 
authorities in a week or two and 
stressed that the information at 
hand was incomplete. Baden 
didn’t elaborate on how 
suicide was ruled out 
“The autopsy is only part of 
the analysis,” he said. 

In the meantime, Robert 
Carradine asked the public and 
press for patience and time to 
allow the family to grieve. 
“Until we have all of the 
pending results of the 
investigation we respectfully 
ask ... that we be allowed 
to lay our beloved brother, 
husband, father, grandfather 
and great-grandfather to rest 
in peace and with dignity,” 
Robert Carradine said. 
Rampant speculation about 
the actor’s death has swirled 
since a chambermaid at the 
luxury Swissotel Nai Lert Park 


Hotel in Bangkok discovered 
his body hanging in the closet 
of his room June 4. A Thai 
newspaper published a graphic 
photo of the death scene that 
police have said appears to be 
a leaked forensics image. 

Thai police initially said 
they suspected Carradine’s 
death was a suicide, but later 
conceded it could have been 
accidental. Their description 

— that the actor’s body was 
found nude, with ropes around 
his neck, wrist and genitals 

— fueled speculation that he 
was killed while engaging in a 
dangerous sex practice called 
auto-erotic asphyxiation. 

Thai authorities said on June 5 
that it would take about three 
weeks for the results of their 
autopsy to be released. 
Medical examiners in the 
United States and Canada 
generally classify auto¬ 


erotic asphyxiation deaths as 
accidental. 

Keith Carradine last week 
asked the FBI to take a role, 
and Thai authorities later said 
they would allow FBI agents 
to observe their investigation, 
but not take an active role. 
FBI spokeswoman Laura 
Eimiller said earlier this week 
that the agency would not 
make any more comments 
about its role in the Carradine 
investigation, but that agents 
stationed in Thailand have a 
good relationship with local 
authorities. 

Agents typically only get 
involved in the deaths of U.S. 
citizens abroad when foul play 
is involved, she said. 

Others who knew the 72- 
year-old actor have said they 
suspect foul play was involved. 
Keith and Robert Carradine on 
Thursday urged everyone to 


wait until the investigation has 
concluded. 

“Once the investigation is 
fully completed and definitive 
conclusions have been 
reached, we will address the 
findings with the public,” 
Robert Carradine said. 

Both Keith and Robert 
Carradine shared the screen 
with their brother, a prolific TV 
and film actor. David Carradine 
rose to prominence for his role 
on the “Kung Fu” series in 
the 1970s and experienced a 
resurgence in popularity after 
his role in Quentin Tarantino’s 
“Kill Bill” movies earlier this 
decade. 

The family’s statement did 
not indicate the location of his 
body, or offer any information 
about funeral arrangements. 
They did not take questions 
Thursday after reading the 
statements. □

Holocaust denier charged in museum shooting

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 88-year-old 
white supremacist was charged with murder 
Thursday, a day after officials said he left a 
signed anti-Semitic screed in his car outside 
the U.S. Holocaust Memorial Museum, then 
gunned down a security guard who opened the 
door to let him in. Guard Stephen T. Johns was 
shot to death Wednesday by Holocaust denier 
James von Brunn, who left his car outside an 
entrance to the museum and walked in holding 
a rifle at his side, Police Chief Cathy Lanier 
said at a news conference. 

Von Brunn started shooting immediately, 
exchanging fire with two other guards who 
shot and critically injured him, Lanier said. 

In his car, officers found a notebook with a 


handwritten note that read, “You want my 
weapons — this is how you’ll get them. The 
Holocaust is a lie. Obama was created by 
Jews,” according to a court affidavit. 

Von Brunn’s .22-caliber rifle held 10 more 
bullets and investigators found more in his 
car and at an apartment in nearyby Annapolis, 
Maryland, that he shared with son and his son’s 
fiancee. Security guards fired at von Brunn at 
least eight times, hitting him in the face. 

The museum remained closed Thursday and 
flags flew at half-staff in honor of Johns, 39, 
who had worked at the museum for six years. 
Bouquets of roses, lilies and other flowers were 
left outside the museum walls. The entrance 
where the shooting occurred was still cordoned 
off by police tape.

WHO: Swine flu now a 
pandemic, first in 41 years

GENEVA (AP) — Swine flu 
is now formally a pandemic, 
a declaration by U.N. health 
officials that will speed 
vaccine production and spur 
government spending to 
combat the first global flu 
epidemic in 41 years. 
Thursday’s announcement by 
the World Health Organization 
doesn’t mean the virus is 


any more lethal — only 
that its spread is considered 
unstoppable. 

Since it was first detected in 
late April in Mexico and the 
United States, swine flu has 
reached 74 countries, infecting 
nearly 29,000 people. Most 
who catch the bug have only 
mild symptoms and don’t need 
medical treatment. 

WHO chief Dr. Margaret 
Chan made the long-awaited 


declaration after the U.N. 
agency held an emergency 
meeting with flu experts and 
said she was moving to phase 
6 — the agency’s highest 
alert level — which means a 
pandemic is under way. 

“The world is moving into the 
early days of its first influenza 
pandemic in the 21st century,” 
Chan said in Geneva.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate struck a historic blow 
against smoking in the United States Thursday, voting 
overwhelmingly to give regulators new power to limit nicotine 
in the cigarettes that kill nearly a half-million Americans a year, 
to drastically curtail ads that glorify tobacco and to ban flavored 
products aimed at spreading the habit to young people. 
President Barack Obama, who has spoken of his own struggle 
to quit smoking, said he was eager to sign the legislation after 
minor differences with a House version are worked out — and 
the House planned a vote for Friday. Cigarette foes said the 
measure would not only cut deaths but reduce the $100 billion 
in annual health care costs linked to tobacco. 

Obama’s signature would then add tobacco to other huge, 
nationally important areas that have come under greater 
government supervision since his presidency began. Those 
include banking, housing and autos. Still to come, if Congress 
can agree: health care.

WASHINGTON (AP) — All 


but a few dozen of the 16,000 
U.S. Marines now in Iraq will 
be out by early next year, the 


Marine Corps commandant 
said Thursday, putting a solid 
end date on a long-anticipated 
exit. 

Gen. James T. Conway said 
his Marine commanders 
already are moving equipment 
out of Anbar Province, where 
most of his forces have been 
concentrated. The larger 
exodus will begin shortly after 
the Iraqi elections. 

“I see the number going down 
to essentially zero in, I think, 
sometime in spring 2010,” 
Conway told an audience at 
the National Press Club. The 
only exception, he said, will be 
about 30 Marines who will be 
working with Iraq’s fledgling 
Marine Corps securing oil 
platforms in the south around 
Basra. 

Conway and other military 
leaders have said that to 


reinforce the Marine presence 
in Afghanistan, they would 
have to draw down in 
Iraq. Last month close to 
11,000 Marines deployed to 
Afghanistan, heading to the 
southern Helmund province, 
the world’s largest opium 
poppy-producing region. 
While some of the lessons 
from Iraq will carry over, 
Conway said the Marines in 
Afghanistan are facing tougher 
terrain and cannot always 
wear the 80 pounds of body 
armor they had been wearing 
in Iraq. 

He also said that buried 
roadside bombs that are 
triggered by pressure plates 
are the greatest threat the 
troops face in Afghanistan, 
although they are not quite so 
sophisticated as those seen in 
Iraq. 


He said he believes the Taliban 
are massing for an increase in 
attacks. But when asked how 
long he believes the Marines 
will be in Afghanistan, 
Conway would say only that 
they will be there for as long 
as they are needed. 

Conway also said he believes 
the corps can sustain between 
15,000 and 18,000 Marines 
in Afghanistan and still give 
troops 14 months at home for 
every seven months they are 
deployed, a crucial rest period 
that also allows units to get 
training. 

Currently 56,000 U.S. troops 
are in Afghanistan and 133,000 
in Iraq. 

All U.S. combat forces are 
scheduled to be out of Iraqi 
cities by the end of this month 
and out of Iraq by the end of 
2011 .□

Supporters of regulation 
of tobacco have struggled 
for more than a decade 
to overcome powerful 
resistance — from the 
industry and elsewhere.

Congress to write a new law. 
Fierce opposition by the 
industry and tobacco-state 
lawmakers had prevented 
passage for years, along with 


veto threats by the George 
W. Bush White House. In 
the end, the nation’s biggest 
tobacco company supported 
the measure, though rivals 
suggested that was because it 
could lock in Philip Morris’ 
share of the market. 

Cigarette smoking kills about 
400,000 people in the United 
States every year, according 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 
About 45 million U.S. adults 
are smokers, though the 
prevalence has fallen since 
the U.S. surgeon general’s 
warning 45 years ago that 
tobacco causes lung cancer. 
The legislation, one of the 
most dramatic anti-smoking 


initiatives since the surgeon 
general’s report, would give 
the drug agency authority 
to regulate the content, 
marketing and advertising of 
cigarettes and other tobacco 
products. 

“This legislation represents 
the strongest action Congress 
has ever taken to reduce 
tobacco use, the leading 
preventable cause of death in 
the United States,” declared 
Matthew Myers, president of 
Campaign for Tobacco-free 
Kids. The 79-17 Senate vote 
sent the measure back to the 
House, which in April passed 
a similar but not identical 
version. House acceptance of 
the Senate bill would send it 
directly to Obama, who said 
Thursday that final passage 
“will make history by giving 
the scientists and medical 
experts at the FDA the power 
to take sensible steps.” 

“At any given moment, 
millions are struggling with 
their habit or worrying about 
loved ones who smoke,” said 
Obama. 

Thursday’s legislation gives 
the FDA power to evaluate 
the contents of tobacco 
products and to order changes 
or bans on those that are a 
danger to public health. The 
agency could limit nicotine 
yields but not ban nicotine or 
cigarettes. 

Regulators could prohibit 


tobacco companies from 
using candy or other flavors 
in cigarettes that tend to 
attract young smokers, 
and restrict advertising in 
publications often read by 
teenagers. Rules on sales to 
minors would be toughened, 
as would warning labels. 
Tobacco companies would 
have to get FDA approval 
for new products, and would 
be barred from using terms 
such as “light” or “mild” that 
imply a smaller health risk. 
Costs of the new program 
would be paid for through 
a fee imposed on tobacco 
companies. 

“This is a bill that will protect 
children and will protect 
America,” said Sen. Dick 
Durbin, a Democrat and a 
leading supporter. “Every 
day that we don’t act, 3,500 
American kids — children 
— will light up for the first 
time. That is enough to fill 
70 school buses.” 

The Congressional Budget 
Office estimated that FDA 
regulation could reduce 
underage smoking by 
11 percent over the next 
decade. 

The bill, said American Heart 
Association chief executive 
Nancy Brown, “provides 
a tremendous opportunity 
to finally hold tobacco 
companies accountable and 
restrict efforts to addict more 


children and adults.” 

The tobacco lobby, 
contended Durbin, has long 
been the most powerful 
lobby on Capitol Hill, “and 
they managed to create an 
exemption in virtually every 
law so that no federal agency 
could take a look at them and 
regulate them.” 

But the industry has also 
taken hits in recent years 
as the dangers of smoking 
became more apparent 
and states moved to limit 
smoking in public places. In 
1998 the industry agreed to 
pay the states $206 billion to 
help cover health care costs, 
and this year Congress raised 
the federal cigarette tax by 
62 cents, to $1.01 a pack, to 
fund a health care program 
for children. 

The largest U.S. tobacco 
manufacturer, Philip Morris, 
USA, has come out in support 
of the legislation. Its parent 
company, Altria Group, 
said in a statement that on 
balance, “the legislation is 
an important step forward 
to achieve the goal we 
share with others to provide 
federal regulation of tobacco 
products.” 

Its main rivals, however, have 
voiced opposition, arguing 
in part that FDA restrictions 
on new products will lock in 
Philip Morris’ share of the 
market. □ 
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Nation’s largest solar plant to be built In New Mexico

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. 
- Utility officials announced 
plans Thursday to build a 
giant solar energy plant in the 
New Mexico desert in what is 
believed to be the largest such 
project in the nation. 

The 92-megawatt solar 
thermal plant could produce 
enough electricity to power 
74,000 homes, far exceeding 
the size of other solar plants in 
the United States. The largest 
solar thermal plant in operation 
now is about 70 megawatts, 
said Dave Knox, a spokesman 
for New Jersey-based NRG 
Energy, the company building 
and running the facility. 

“This is larger than anything 
in existence in America so far 
today,” he said. 

The plant was announced at 
a time when communities 
around the country are 
drawing up plans for solar 
and other alternative energy 
projects, especially with 
millions of dollars in stimulus 
money available. 

El Paso Electric Co. has a 
20-year agreement to buy the 
electricity the plant generates. 
David Stevens, the company’s 
chief executive officer, said 
the utility was interested in the 
project because New Mexico 
has “some of the best solar hot 
spots in the country.” 

The plant — to be called the 
Suntower — will be built on 
450 acres of private land near 
the Santa Teresa port of entry 
in far southern New Mexico 
near El Paso, Texas. 

It will be similar in many 
respects to a steam plant, using 
the sun instead of fossil fuel 
to generate steam and produce 
electricity, said Michael 
Liebelson, president of NRG 
and chief of development for 
its low-carbon technologies. 

It will look like a giant field 
of mirrors relatively low to 
the ground, interspersed with 
180-foot towers topped by 
boilers. Motors on the mirrors 
will keep them aligned with 
the sun. 

“The more ability you have 
to focus the mirrors, the 
more sunlight you capture,” 
Liebelson said. 


Construction is expected to 
start early next year. El Paso 
Electric says it will take up to 
16 months to build the plant, 
which is expected to be in full 
operation by the summer of 
2011. 

New Mexico state law requires 
utilities to get 6 percent of 
their total energy sales from 
renewable energy, such as 
solar or wind. The requirement 
goes to 10 percent in 2011, 15 
percent in 2015 and 20 percent 
in 2020. 

In February, NRG and eSolar, 
founded in 2007 in California 
to develop and build modular, 
scalable solar thermal power 
plants, announced plans to 
develop up to 500 megawatts 
of solar thermal power in 
California and the Southwest. 
Stevens believes it’s only a 
first step. 

“As these types oftechnologies 
get into place, people are going 
to learn from them,” he said. 
“I think they will get better, 
more efficient and hopefully, 
cheaper.” 

Bill Gross, chief executive 


officer of eSolar, said solar 
thermal has the greatest 
potential of all solar 
technologies because “the 
price is so good you can 
actually compete with fossil 
fuels.” Gross suggests sunshine 


“could be like a cash crop,” 
with New Mexico producing 
enough electricity from solar 
to export outside its borders. 
He said solar thermal would 
need only eight sections — or 
eight miles by eight miles 


— to meet all the electricity 
needs for the entire state of 
New Mexico. 

“We hope after this project is 
successful we can replicate 
this all over New Mexico,” he 
said.Q

War-funding bill back on track for passage

WASHINGTON - After a 
flare-up over controversial 
detainee abuse photos, 
House-Senate negotiators 
sealed agreement on a crucial 
war-funding bill Thursday 
night when President Barack 
Obama personally guaranteed 
the photos would never be 
released. 

To reassure Democratic 
moderates who had balked at 
House demands that Congress 
not interfere in a lawsuit to 
force the release of photos of 
U.S. troops abusing detainees, 
Obama promised to use every 
available means to block their 
release. His powers include 
issuing an order to classify 
the photos, thus blocking their 
release under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

The promise came after 
Democratic negotiators 
abruptly adjourned a public 
House-Senate negotiating 
session and White House 
chief of staff Rahm Emanuel 
rushed to the Capitol to 
resolve an impasse between 
Senate Democratic moderates 
and House liberals over the 
photos issue. 

A federal appeals court in 
New York withdrew its order 
that the government release 
the photographs to give the 
Obama administration time to 
take the dispute to the Supreme 
Court. The move came as a 
blow to the American Civil 
Liberties Union, which is 
trying to force the photos’ 
release. 

The compromise $106 billion 
war-funding bill faces House 


and Senate votes next week 
and, if passed, would then be 
sent to Obama to be signed 
into law. 

Competing House and Senate 
versions of the war-funding 
bill passed by wide margins 
in both chambers last month, 
but several issues slowed 
House-Senate negotiations 
on a compromise. House 
Republicans now oppose the 
bill over a $5 billion Obama 
request to secure a $108 
billion U.S. line of credit to 
the International Monetary 
Fund to help poor countries 
deal with the world recession. 
The House-Senate negotiating 
session also sealed a 
compromise on dealing with 
Guantanamo Bay detainees. 
Barack Obama would be 
allowed for the next four 


months to order the detainees 
into the United States to face 
trial. 

Through Sept. 30, detainees 
from the U.S. detention 
center in Cuba would be 
allowed to be transferred to 
the United States only to face 
trial, delaying the question 
of whether Guantanamo 
detainees tried and convicted 
in military courts in the United 
States would serve their prison 
sentences in the U.S. or other 
nations. 

The compromise buys the 
administration time as it 
struggles to come up with 
a permanent solution to the 
question of what to do with 
the Guantanamo detainees 
that would allow Obama to 
fulfill his promise to close the 
detention facility by Jan. 22. 


The Guantanamo tangle was 
but one of several side issues 
Democrats have struggled 
with over the past two weeks 
as they have tried to reconcile 
Senate and House bills 
funding the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The tangle over detainee 
abuse photos came to a head 
because House liberals found 
new leverage since their 
votes were crucial to passage 
once House Republicans 
abandoned the measure over 
the IMF funds. 

Lawmakers from automobile 
manufacturing states won 
$1 billion for a new “cash 
for clunkers” program that 
aims to boost new auto sales 
by allowing consumers to 
turn in gas-guzzling cars and 
trucks for vouchers toward 
the purchase of more fuel- 
efficient vehicles. 

The legislation was not 
included in either the House 
or Senate war-funding 
measure, and Sens. Dianne 
Feinstein, D-Calif., and Susan 
Collins, R-Maine, protested 
that a provision proposed 
by the House did too little 
to encourage purchases 
of fuel-efficient cars and 
instead amounted to little 
more than a bailout of the car 
companies. But lawmakers 
from manufacturing states, 
such as Senate Democratic 
Whip Dick Durbin of Illinois, 
prevailed in the talks. 


The bill started out two months 
ago as an $83 billion request 
from Obama, then morphed 
into a $106 billion measure 
brimming with money to fight 
the flu, buy military cargo 
planes and help poor nations 
weather the global economic 
crisis. 

The numerous controversies 
obscured widespread support 
for the core of the bill: $79.9 
billion for the Pentagon, most 
of which is for carrying out 
military operations in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. Included 
in that total was $2.2 billion 
for eight C-17 cargo planes, 
manufactured by the Boeing 
Co., despite Obama’s call to 
terminate the program. 

The measure provides 
$10.4 billion in foreign aid, 
including $700 million to help 
Pakistani security forces fight 
insurgents and $700 million 
in international food aid, more 
than double Obama’s request. 
There’s also $7.7 billion to 
fight the flu — the World 
Health Organization declared 
a swine flu pandemic on 
Thursday — far higher than 
Obama’s initial $1.5 billion 
request. Democrats rejected 
an administration plan to trim 
part of Obama’s economic 
stimulus law to pay for part 
of an additional request 
submitted last week. 

The measure provides $439 
million requested by the top 
Republican on the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, 
Sen. Thad Cochran of 
Mississippi, to restore barrier 
islands along his state’s 
coastline that Hurricane 
Katrina destroyed in 2005. 
That came despite a promise 
by Obama to keep the war¬ 
funding bill free of pet 
projects. 

On the very week that Obama 
and House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, D-Calif., appeared 
at the White House to tout a 
“pay-as-you-go” law requiring 
new programs to be paid for 
instead of being lumped onto 
the deficit, the measure would 
use deficit dollars for the auto¬ 
buying subsidies programs 
and to give GI Bill education 
benefits to the children of 
military service members who 
die while on active duty.Q

Von Brunn, who tried to kidnap members of the Federal 
Reserve decades ago, remained in critical condition Thursday 
at a Washington hospital. A self-described artist, advertising 
man and author, he wrote an anti-Semitic treatise, “Kill the Best 
Gentiles,” decried “the browning of America” and claimed to 
expose a Jewish conspiracy “to destroy the White gene-pool.” 
He also wrote of a lifetime of seething anger. 

“It’s better to be strong than right,” he said in one of his dark 
online postings, “unless you like dying. Crowds hate good 
guys.” 

Von Brunn was charged with murder and killing in the course of 
possessing a firearm at a federal facility, both capital offenses 
under federal law, and authorities said Thursday hate crime 
charges were also possible. Johns was black. 

“We know what Mr. von Brunn did yesterday at the Holocaust 
museum. Now it’s our responsibility to determine why he did 
it,” said Joseph Persichini, assistant director of the Washington 
FBI field office. 

The Homeland Security Department said the shooting does not 
appear to have a connection to terrorism, according to a joint 
Homeland Security and FBI assessment, though Persichini 
characterized it as “domestic terrorism.” 

He said authorities have contacted or visited any people or places 
named in documents found in von Brunn’s car. Authorities 
searched the red 2002 Hyundai for explosives, but found none. 
The attack unfolded in a public space filled with records, 
photographs and exhibits about the Nazis’ killing of more than 
6 million Jews in the Holocaust more than a half-century ago. 
The museum was crowded with schoolchildren and other 
tourists, but all escaped injury. 

Ashley Camp, 14, on a field trip with more than 40 other 
students, said she heard two or three gunshots and a security 
guard ordered the group to run to the exit. 

“We had to sprint as fast as we could out the door,” she said. 
Von Brunn was sentenced in 1983 for attempted armed 
kidnapping and other charges in his 1981 bid to seize Fed 
board members. A guard captured him outside the room where 
the board was meeting. He had a revolver, sawed-off shotgun 
and knife in a bag with him. He served more than six years in 
prison. 

“The subject resides in my memory like old road-kill,” he wrote 
of the capture. “What could have been a slam-bang victory 
turned into ignoble failure.” 

Von Brunn is a native of St. Louis, a World War II veteran who 
served in the Navy, worked in advertising in New York City and 
moved to Maryland’s Eastern Shore in the late 1960s, where he 
stayed in advertising and tried to make a mark as an artist. 
Public records show that in 2004 and 2005 he lived briefly in 
Hayden, Idaho, for years home to the Aryan Nations, a racist 
group run by neo-Nazi Richard Butler. 

Civil rights groups were familiar with his history. 

“We’ve been tracking this guy for decades,” said Heidi Beirich, 
director of research for the Southern Poverty Law Center’s 
Intelligence Project, which tracks hate crimes. “He thinks the 
Jews control the Federal Reserve, the banking system, that 
basically all Jews are evil.” 

His Internet writings say the Holocaust was a hoax. “At 
Auschwitz the ‘Holocaust’ myth became Reality, and Germany, 
cultural gem of the West, became a pariah among world nations,” 
he wrote. 

Von Brunn had claimed on his Web site that he had a long¬ 
standing relationship with Willis Carto, a publisher of books 
denying the Holocaust. 

Carto flatly denied that in a phone interview, saying he had not 
heard from von Brunn in years and never had any relationship 
with him. 

In fact, Carto said, in recent months von Brunn “has spent a 
great deal of anger” attacking American Free Press, the weekly 
newspaper Carto publishes, “saying these papers and the people 
who published them were too soft on the Jews.’Q

AMSTERDAM (AP) 
— The A nn e Frank House 
museum says it will put the 
teenage Holocaust victim’s 
diaries and other writings 
on permanent display to 
commemorate what would 
have been her 80th birthday 


on Friday. 

Frank died in a concentration 
camp at 15. 

Until now her posthumously 
published diaries and other 
works have been kept in an 
archive at the Netherlands 
Institute for War 
Documentation. Some have 
previously been displayed 


at the museum, which encompasses and 
preserves the “Secret Annex” — the tiny 
apartment above a canal-side warehouse 
where the Frank family hid for two years. 
Education Minister Ronald Plasterk said it 
was important for the historical record that 
the writings be on display at the museum, 
“on the spot where they were written.” 
Frank was bom June 12, 1929, and 
began keeping a diary in a red-and-white 
autograph book shortly before the family 
went into hiding in July 1942. 

That book is on display at the museum 
now. 

In addition, Frank used two school exercise 
books as diaries once the autograph book 
was full. 

There is also a small ledger from her father’s 
office she filled with quotes she liked from 
books she had read; and an account book 
she used to write short stories in. 

Finally, there are 360 loose sheets of paper 
that she used to rewrite the diaries when it 
became apparent that Germany was losing 
the war and she began to dream that the 
occupation of the Netherlands would end 
and her diary might one day be published. 


“I know that I can write, a couple of my 
stories are good ... there’s a lot in my diary 
that speaks, but whether I have real talent 
remains to be seen,” she wrote on April 4, 
1944. 

The family’s hiding place was betrayed 
and they were arrested by German police 
in August 1944. Anne died of typhus in the 
Bergen-Belsen concentration camp just 
weeks before it was liberated in the spring 
of 1945. 

Her diary was recovered and preserved by 
Miep Gies, a Dutch woman who helped 
the family while they were in hiding. Otto 
Frank, Anne’s father, survived the war 
and published the diaries in 1947. They 
have since been translated into dozens of 
languages and read by millions of people 
worldwide. 

“I want to go on living even after my death! ” 
Anne wrote in the same April 4 entry. 

“And therefore I am grateful to God for 
giving me this gift, this possibility of 
developing myself and of writing, of 
expressing all that is in me.” 

The museum says it hopes to have all Anne 
Frank’s writings on display by Nov. 1 .□ 
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N. Korea demands 4-fold raise in wages from South

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
The joint industrial park that 
remains the biggest symbol 
of reconciliation between 
the two Koreas faces doom 
following North Korea’s 
demand for a 3,000 percent 
increase in rent for the site 
— a figure one businessman 
called “nonsense.” 

Pyongyang also asked for a 
four-fold increase in wages 
for 40,000 workers employed 
by South Korean companies 
at the park, located in the 
North Korean border town 
of Kaesong, about two 
hours drive from Seoul. The 
demands were made during 
talks between the two sides at 
Kaesong, an official said. 

Late Thursday, North Korea’s 
official news agency issued 
a statement saying relations 
between the two countries 
had reached the “phase of 
catastrophe” and the Kaesong 
complex had been “thrown 
into a serious crisis.” 

The motive behind the 
secretive regime’s requisition 
was unclear but analysts 
provided a variety of 
possibilities: supreme leader 
Kim Jong IPs government 
is so impoverished that it is 
clutching at straws to survive; 
it wants to raise tensions with 
the South to harden internal 
unity as the ailing Kim 
prepares to hand over power 
to his son; it’s a bargaining 
ploy to force the pro-U.S. 
government in Seoul to soften 
its hand-line stand. 

Any or all of these theories 
could be the answer to the 
enigmatic and unpredictable 
communist government’s 
actions. 

But it is clear that the effort to 
squeeze hundreds of millions 
of dollars out of Seoul will 
further strain ties, already 
dragged down by Pyongyang’s 
recent nuclear and missile 
tests and the detention of a 
South Korean worker at the 
industrial park in Kaesong. 
North Korea also faces tough 
new U.N. sanctions, likely to 
become official within days, 
to punish it for conducting 
an underground nuclear 
explosion on May 25, its first 
since a 2006 atomic test. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. 


government said North Korea 
may be preparing for its third 
nuclear test. 

A U.S. counterproliferation 
official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized 
to discuss the information 
publicly, said in Washington on 
Thursday there are indications 
North Korea may be readying 
another nuclear test. 

Paik Hak-soon, a senior 
analyst at the Sejong Institute, 
a security think tank, said 
North Korea’s demands at the 
joint industrial park are aimed 
at sending the message that 
the complex “faces the crisis 
of getting shut down” and 
therefore South Korea should 
become more conciliatory 
toward it. 

After a conservative 
government with a hard-line 
policy on the North took 
office in Seoul last year, the 
reclusive regime cut off ties 
and halted all major joint 
projects except the Kaesong 
Industrial Complex. 

The complex, which houses 
106 South Korean companies, 
was hailed as a model of 
economic cooperation 

between the rivals when it 
opened in 2004. 

It combines South Korean 
capital and technology with 
cheap North Korean labor. 
Workers are hired on a monthly 
salary of $70 on average, but 
the money goes directly into 
government bank accounts. 

At Thursday’s meeting, North 
Korea demanded the salary 
be increased to $300 a month 
in the first year, followed 
by annual hikes of 10 to 20 
percent, said Unification 
Ministry spokeswoman Lee 
Jong-joo. 

“That’s nonsense!” Park Jung- 
ho, a former official of a shoe 
factory operating in Kaesong, 
said of the North’s wage 
demand. “We have to look 
at the productivity of North 
Korean workers. If South 
Korean workers produce, 
say, 100, North Koreans only 
produce 30.” 

South Koreans pay about $ 170 
a month to Chinese laborers in 
their factories in China. 

Lee said North Korea also 
wanted rent of $500 million 
for the 35 million-square foot 
(3.3 million-square-meter) 


site. Under an agreement 
between the two countries, 
North Korea has already 
received $16 million as rent 
for 50 years. 

The North Korean news 
agency said Pyongyang is 
seeking the “re-examination 
and re-negotiations of the 
business” in Kaesong because 
there is no reason to give 
South Korean companies 
preferential treatment any 
more. It said the companies 
have been making “big profits 
whereas the north side has 
not received payments at a 
proper level as far as land 
use tax, wages for workers ... 
and tax on the zone, etc. are 
concerned.” 

It did not say how much more 
money it wants but expressed 
the government’s “willingness 
to take additional measures” 
to facilitate business for new 
investors in the factory park. 
Yoo Ho-yeol, a North Korea 
expert at Korea University, 
said Pyongyang appears to 
be using Kaesong to further 
raise tensions with the South 
to promote internal unity so 
that there is little grumbling 
when Kim hands over power 
to his youngest 26-year-old 
son, Kim Jong Un, as is being 
speculated. 

“I think this is a ‘get-out’ 
message” even if it means the 
regime “loses a few tens of 
millions of dollars,” he said. 


Kim, 67, is said to have suffered 
a stroke and undergone brain 
surgery last summer. 

Little is known about the 
workings of the insular 
nation, and most information 
comes out through occasional 
defectors, South Korea’s spy 
agency and South Korean

media sources in the North. 
During Thursday’s talks, South 
Korean officials demanded the 
release of a compatriot detained 
at Kaesong since late March 
for allegedly denouncing the 
North’s political system, chief

Dr. Thomas Frieden, the 
new head of the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, said in 
Atlanta that he does not 
expect widespread public 
anxiety in the United States 
as a result of the declaration, 
noting it came nearly two 
months after the virus was 
identified. 

For many weeks, U.S. 
health officials have been 
treating it as a pandemic, 
increasing the availability 
of anti-viral flu medicines 
and pouring money into 
a possible vaccination 
program. And scientists 
have grown to understand 
that the virus is generally 
not much more severe than 
the seasonal flu. 

“That helps to tamp down 
any fears that may be 
excessive,” Frieden said at 
a news conference — his 
first as CDC director. 

But the virus can still be 
deadly and may change 
into a more frightening 
form in the near future, and 
so people should not be 
complacent, he added. 

So far, swine flu has caused 
144 deaths, compared with 
ordinary flu that kills up to 
500,000 people a year. 

The pandemic decision 
might have been made much 
earlier if WHO had more 
accurate information about 
swine flu’s rising sweep 
through Europe. Chan said 
she called the emergency 
meeting with flu experts 
after concerns were raised 
that some countries, such as 
Britain, were not accurately 
reporting their cases. 

Chan said the experts 
unanimously agreed there 
was a wider spread of 
swine flu than was being 
reported. 

She would not say which 
country tipped the world 
into the pandemic, but WHO 
flu chief Keiji Fukuda said 
the situation from Australia 
seemed to indicate the virus 
was spreading rapidly there 
— more than 1,300 cases 
were reported by Thursday. 


In Chile, authorities have 
identified almost 1,700 
cases to WHO. 

Many health experts said the 
world has been in a pandemic 
for weeks but WHO 
became too bogged down 
by politics to declare one. 
In May, several countries 
urged WHO not to declare a 
pandemic, fearing it would 
cause social and economic 
turmoil. At the time, WHO 
said it would rewrite its 
pandemic definition to 
avoid announcing one. 

But with the recent surge in 
cases across Europe, Chile, 
Australia and Japan, the 
agency was under increasing 
pressure to acknowledge a 
pandemic. 

“This is WHO finally 
catching up with the facts,” 
said Michael Osterholm, a 
flu expert at the University 
of Minnesota. 

David Ropeik, an expert 
in risk perception and 
communication at Harvard 
University, says the word 
pandemic is less frightening 
than when emerged during 
worries about bird flu a few 
years ago. 

He said the “soft buildup” 
to declaring swine flu a 
pandemic has been helpful. 
“That allows people to get 
used to what is otherwise a 


scary word, understand the 
particulars of the disease, 
and that should mean 
reaction will be a little 
more information-based 
and a little less emotional,” 
Ropeik said in an e-mail. 
WHO will now recommend 
that pharmaceutical 

companies make swine 
flu vaccine. The agency 
typically recommends 
which flu strains drug 
companies should use in 
the vaccines. In a global 
outbreak, WHO also advises 
whether companies should 
make pandemic vaccine. 
The decision to make 
pandemic vaccine is a 
gamble. Most flu vaccine 
makers cannot make both 
regular seasonal flu vaccine 
and pandemic vaccine at the 
same time. That means they 
must decide which one the 
world will need more. 

Drug giant 

GlaxoSmithKline PLC said 
it could start commercial 
production of pandemic 
vaccine in July but that 
it would take months 
before large quantities are 
available. 

Glaxo spokesman Stephen 
Rea said the company’s first 
doses of vaccine would be 
reserved for countries who 
had ordered it in advance,

including Belgium, Britain 
and France. He said Glaxo 
would also donate 50 
million doses to WHO for 
poor countries. 

Pascal Barollier, a 
spokesman for Sanofi- 
Aventis, said they were also 
working on a pandemic 
vaccine but WHO had not 
yet asked them to start 
making mass quantities of 
it. 

WHO described the 
pandemic as “moderate.” 
Fukuda said people should 
not get overly anxious about 
the virus. “Understand it, 
put it in context, and then 
you get on with things,” he 
said. 

Still, about half of the 
people who have died from 
swine flu were previously 
young and healthy — 
people who are not usually 
susceptible to flu. Swine flu 
is also crowding out regular 
flu viruses. Both features 
are typical of pandemic flu 
viruses. 

Swine flu is also continuing 
to spread during the start 
of summer in the northern 
hemisphere. Normally, 
flu viruses disappear with 
warm weather, but swine flu 
is proving to be resilient. 
“What this declaration does 
do is remind the world that 


flu viruses like H1N1 need 
to be taken seriously,” said 
U.S. Secretary of Health 
and Human Services 
Kathleen Sebelius, warning 
that more cases could crop 
up in the fall. 

Now that a pandemic 
has been declared, some 
countriesmightbeprompted 
to devote more money to 
containing the virus. Many 
developed countries have 
pandemic preparedness 
plans that link spending to 
a WHO declaration. 

The U.N. is keen to 
avoid panic. “We must 
guard against rash and 
discriminatory action, 
such as travel bans or trade 
restrictions,” said U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon. 

Fear has already gripped 
Argentina, where thousands 
have flooded hospitals this 
week, bringing emergency 
health services in Buenos 
Aires to the brink of 
collapse during winter 
weather. Last month, a bus 
arriving in Argentina from 
Chile was stoned by people 
who thought a passenger 
had swine flu. 

China has quarantined 
travelers, including New 
Orleans Mayor Ray Nagin, 
on the slightest suspicion 
of contact with an infected 
person. 

The U.S. government 
has already increased the 
availability of flu-fighting 
medicines and authorized 
$1 billion for developing a 
new swine flu vaccine. In 
addition, new cases seem 
to be declining in many 
parts of the country, U.S. 
health officials say, as 
North America moves out 
of its traditional winter flu 
season. 

Still, New York City 
reported three more swine 
flu deaths Thursday, 
including a child under 2, 
a teenager and a person in 
their 30s. 

“Countries where outbreaks 
appear to have peaked 
should prepare for a second 
wave of infection,” Chan 
warned. □

MORELIA, Mexico (AP) 
— Gunmen opened fire 
and tossed a grenade at 
a crowded taco stand in 
the central Mexican city 
of Uruapan on Thursday, 
causing cooking gas tanks 
to explode and killing a 
police officer and a 15- 
year-old boy. 

A spokesman for the state 
prosecutor’s office in 
Michoacan state said the 
policeman was shot while 
eating with a fellow officer. 
Before fleeing, the 
assailants shot two tanks of 
cooking gas that exploded, 
burning the teenage taco 
stand worker to death, the 
spokesman said on condition 
of anonymity because his 


office does not allow him to 
give his name. Four other 
people were injured. 
Investigators said the attack 
apparently targeted the two 
officers. 

Uruapan has been plagued 
by drug violence. The 
city’s mayor was among 
10 Michoacan mayors 
detained by federal officials 
last month for alleged drug 
ties. In 2006, suspected La 
Familia cartel members 

dumped five human heads 
on a bar dance floor in the 
city. 

Drug gangs have been 
staging increasingly bold 
attacks since Calderon 

launched a national 

crackdown on cartels in 

2006 by sending troops to 
Michoacan, his home state. 


More than 10,800 people 
have died in drug violence 
in Mexico since. 

Also on Thursday, armed 
men barged into a motel 
room and killed five people 
in their beds in Ciudad 
Juarez, across the border 
from El Paso, Texas, 
said Victor Valencia de 
los Santos, public safety 
secretary for Chihuahua 
state. A sixth person was 
wounded. 

Two other people were 
killed during a car chase 
and shootout between 
armed men in downtown 
Juarez, said Enrique Torres, 
a spokesman for the joint 
military and federal police 
operation responsible 
for security in the city. 
Both people killed were 
gunmen. 

The federal Attorney 
General’s Office, 

meanwhile, offered a 10 
million peso ($737,000) 
reward for information 
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on the whereabouts of 
Francisco Serrano, the 
customs administrator 
for the Gulf coast state of 
Veracruz believed to have 
been kidnapped this month. 
Serrano recently launched 
a new system to check 
shipping containers at 
Veracruz, one of Mexico’s 
most important ports and 
the scene of increasing drug 


violence. 

Mexico’s president vowed 
not to allow attacks on 
government and police 
derail the fight against drug 
trafficking. 

“Wherever they attack our 
personnel, we will make it 
difficult for anyone to carry 
out their criminal activities,” 
Calderon said during a 
speech in Veracruz. □ 


Yemeni tribesmen 
kidnap 24 medics

SAN’A, Yemen (AP) — Yemeni tribesmen kidnapped 
24 local and foreign medics working at a Saudi hospital 
in northern Yemen on Thursday and demanded the 
government release two of their colleagues. 

Armed tribesmen kidnapped the group, which includes 
male and female medics from Egypt, India, Sudan and the 
Philippines, as they were traveling in a bus from the capital, 
San’a, to northern Sada province, said Sheik Hezam, who 
identified himself as one of the kidnappers. 

The tribesmen commandeered the bus and took it to a 
mountainous area in Amran province, 50 miles north of 
San’a, Hezam told The Associated Press. He said the 
hostages are safe and in good health. 

Local tribal leaders and ordinary citizens confirmed the 
kidnapping, speaking on condition of anonymity for fear 
of government response. Government officials refused to 
comment on the kidnapping, saying it was a tribal matter. 
Yemeni tribes have previously seized foreigners — either 
tourists or those living or working in the country — to 
pressure the Yemeni government to meet their demands, 
mainly to free clan members from jail. In most cases 
the kidnappings are resolved and the hostages freed 
unharmed. 

Hezam also demanded the government implement 
development projects in his area to improve the local 
economy. 

Yemen, the most impoverished country in the Arabian 
Peninsula, is a U.S. ally in the Middle East, but it also is 
the ancestral homeland of Osama bin Laden, and al-Qaida 
loyalists are active in the country. □

LONDON (AP) — Manchester United accepted a world record 
transfer offer for Cristiano Ronaldo from Real Madrid on 
Thursday, clearing the World Player of the Year to negotiate 
personal terms with the Spanish club. 

The Premier League champions received an unconditional offer 
of 80 million pounds ($131 million; €93 million) for Ronaldo, 
and unlike in the last offseason manager Alex Ferguson told the 
Glazer family which owns the club that he is willing to see his 
24-year-old star performer join a major European rival. 

United said: “At Cristiano’s request — who has again expressed 
his desire to leave — and after discussion with the player’s 
representatives, United have agreed to give Real Madrid 
permission to talk to the player. 

“Matters are expected to be concluded by 30 June.” 

Madrid confirmed the offer for Ronaldo in a statement, saying: 
“The club hopes to reach an agreement with the player in the 
coming days.’Q

Crisis se cobra mas de 1 millon 
de empleos en America latina 


SANTIAGO (Reuters) - La crisis global pro voco 
que mas de 1 millon de personas en America 
Latina se sumaran a la lista de desempleados 
hacia el final del primer trimestre, dijo el jueves 
un informe de CEPAL y la OIT, que tambien 
afirmo que la region esta mejor preparada para 
resistir el freno mundial.

“Enfrentamos un escenario en el cual los datos 
sobre empleo y trabajo se han convertido en 
numeros detras de los cuales estan las historias 
reales de millones de mujeres y hombres para 
quienes el futuro ahora es incierto”, dijo el 
boletin. “La coyuntura actual muestra que 
los niveles de ocupacion estan empeorando”, 
agrego el comunicado conjunto de la Comision 
Economica para America Latina y el Caribe 
(CEPAL) y la Organizacion Intemacional del 
Trabajo (OIT).

ciento a un 9,1 por ciento. 

“Esto significaria que entre 2,8 y 3,9 millones 
de personas podrian sumarse a los 15,9 millones 
de personas desempleadas que habia en 2008 
en las zonas urbanas”, de acuerdo al informe.
